making their period of sentence one 
of 
corerction rather 
than one 
cf 
merely ‘serving time.” 
Miss Hazard gave example after 
example showing where the crimes 
fo r which these girls were sentenced 
were natural results of environment, 
lack o f home training or of no home 
at all, and a general indifference of 
society imtil 
the individual 
com­ 
mitted a serious wwong. 
The complete mastery of her sub­ 
ject, the clean-cut m anner of deliv­ 
ery and the idealistic but practical 
and human manner in wffiich she 
deals with these supposedly incor- 
ngibles endeared her to the group of 
women whom she addressed. 
Her ingenious m anner of handling 
broad a subject was most refresh­ 
ing and she fully convinced her au­ 
dience of the great importance of 
good reading m aterial on the home 
She closed her talk with the poem 
which received second place In the 
state poetry contest sponsored by her 
departm ent in 19 29 .

.saxt, accompanied by Mrs. M. L. 
Davies. 
The district president, Mrs. A. R. 
Iiry, then presented Mrs. J. H. Jack­ 
son of Chicago, state chairm an of 
literature and library extension work, 
who lectured ably on “Literature In 
the Home.” 
Mrs, Jackson’s subject was of ex­

There is, for ex a mple, Lee K. Fra nkel of the Met­ 
ropolitan Life Insurance, who told the America n Philoso­ 
phical Society recently that the a ctua l number of y ea rs 
which an indiv idual ca n a ttain will proba bly nev er be much 
grea ter tha n it is now. 
Still, Mr. Frankel is an optimist. 
Human beings of the 
future ma y not liv e much longer than huma n beings of to­ 
day , but he believ es they will be a gre;^ dea l hea lthier. They 
will support few er hospita ls tuul orphan a sy lums, and their 
doctors will be busier prev enting disea se than curing it. 
And this, a fter all, is about all tha t any sensib le man 
would hope for. 
The y ea rning for everlasting life seems to 
be one of ma nkind’s funda menta l traits, but it is alw ays as­ 
sumed tha t immortality will be enjoyed in an other world 
than this. The earth has too many imperfections. 
Few peo­ 
ple care to linger on it indelinitely . 
But the mere length, in y ea rs, of one’s earthly existence is 
not a prime consideration. W he the r we are to have 
50 years 
or twice 50, the most im portant question is, w ha t are those 
going to be like? In promising b etter health for our gr a n d ­ 
children, Mr. Frankel holds up a b righter picture than 
would be the case if he simply promised longer life. 
To hav e life and to have it more ab undantly has alw ays 
been the ra ce’s grea test earthly hope. 
It is b ack of every 
grea t migration of massed trib es and nations, b ack of every 
rev olution, b ack ol many b loody w a rs; the hope t ha t som e­ 
how’ something can b e done to m ake the ordinary m a n ’s 
ex ­ 
istence a little b it less b are, a little hit more full of those 
moments of contentment, of ecstacy or of achievement that 
giv e it significa nce. 
With that goal mere length of days has little to 
do. 
Wo 
need not be disa ppointed if 
cience finds itself unab le to 
promise a longer life. 
It is promising a b etter one 
a 
life 
more free from pain, a life in which men can more fully use 
the powers tha t are in them. That is enough. 
W e would 
be 
foolish to a sk for more.
